Nabs Youth 
In Burglary 


Officer Fires S of 
During Pursuit After 
Theft Of 2 Watches 


A 19-year-old Dry Run district 
youth was overtaken and captured 
early today within moments aft­ 
er he smashed the window of a 
Washington St. jewelry and stole 
two wrist watches valued at $158.75, 
police reported. 
Donald Edward McDole Jr., 529 
Bridge St., was nabbed in Potters 
Alley just east of Broadway by 
Patrolman Chester M. Brown, who 
fired a warning shot in the chase 
that started when he watched the 
youth hurl a piece of paving brick 
through the window of the Shaw 
Jewelry, 513 Washington St. 
McDole pleaded 
guilty to a 
breaking and entering charge this 
morning before Municipal Judge 
George L. Brokaw and was held 
for County Grand Jury action 
under $1,000 bond. 
A jagged piece of brick weigh­ 
ing several pounds which Officer 
Brown said he recovered from the 
jewelry window, and the two watch­ 
es were held as evidence. They 
are a woman’s model worth $125 
and a man’s watch valued at $33.75. 
McDole still showed signs of his 
capture, in which he was rolled 
into a big puddle of rain water 
when the fleet-footed officer over­ 
took him despite a head start of 
about half a block. 
It all started at 2:53 a. rn. when 
Officer Brown was on foot patrol. 
As he walked on Washington St. 
near E. Fifth St., he said he saw 
a man emerge from Diamond Al­ 
ley alongside the jewelry, look 
around and then return to the al­ 
ley. 
When the man appeared from the 
alley a second time, the officer 
sidled toward the jewelry, taking 
cover in doorways. 
Then, he said, he saw the man 
draw back his arm and hurl the 
piece of brick through a front win­ 
dow of the jewelry. 
There was a crash of breaking 
glass and the loud clang of the 
burglar alarm, which was set off 
automatically. 
The man scooped two watches 
out of the window, then fled east 
across Washington St. alongside the 
Potters Savings Sc Loan Co. build-: 
ing and across Broadway into Pot-; 
ters Alley. 
The pursuing officer fired o n e 
warning shot into the air, then see­ 
ing that he was going to overtake 
the man held his fire and grab­ 
bed the suspect just as he entered 
Potters Alley from Broadway. 
He threw the suspect to the 
pavement, then b a c k e d him 
against the wall of a nearby build­ 
ing and blew his whistle to sum­ 
mon a passing cruiser.

Time Limit 
Eyed On Talks 


Key Congressmen 
Wary Of Red Offers 


WASHINGTON UR—Rep. McCor­ 
mack (D-Mass) called today for a 
time limit on any future Korean 
truce negotiations, while other key 
congressmen continued to eye Com­ 
munist peace overtures skeptically. 
House Republican leaders said 
their legislative program to con­ 
tinue the military buildup of the 
Western World would not be slowed 
by any new truce talks or even a 
Korean solution. 
There was little apparent con­ 
fidence on Capitol Hill that any 
lasting peace would result from 
Red Chinese Premier Chou En-lai’s 
seeming offer to give some ground 
on the disputed question of ex­ 
changing war prisoners, by letting 
prisoners who refused to return 
home go to a neutral country. 
Instead, Rep. Lyle (D-Tex), in a 
strongly worded speech, asked Con­ 
gress to adopt a resolution that 
would “spell out a positive request 
for military victory.” 
McCormack, assistant Democrat­ 
ic leader, told an interviewer that 
while Communist offers “should be 
viewed with caution, if not skepti­ 
cism,” he could see “no reason 
why our country should not ex­ 
plore” the Peiping proposal, “with 
the view to a quick and favorable 
conclusion, not permitting long- 
drawn-out negotiations.” 
McCormack said the Chinese 
could show quickly whether they 
wanted a Korean truce, and there­ 
fore American officials should in­ 
sist upon a time limit on any ne­ 
gotiations.

If Bills Could Do Ii 


It is of passing Interest that the Ohio General 
Assembly, with several months to go, has more 
bills before It than at any time since 1896. 
But deep, dark

this vast flood of proposed legislation. This 
happens to be the year when Ohio’s statutes 
have been housecleaned of tens of thousands 
of words of legal verbiage which had been 
getting in the way. This was a costly and 
complicated project. 
The highly controversial code revision was 
not authorized to eliminate the substance of 
any law, but that would be an improvement 
in m any instances. There is an obvious and 
adm itted need for a continuous revision of the 
Ohio constitution, for example, to keep it clear 
of things which never should have been per­ 
m itted to clutter its passages in the first place. 
The simple idea is to make it m andatory for 
•very lawm aker who Introduces a bill to intro­ 
duce a proposal to repeal an equivalent amount 
of wordage in some law already In existence.

Ours is a mixed sys­ 
tem : the people place responsibil­ 
ity upon a political party, but ob­ 
ject to what is called “the spoils 
system .” 
Thus, even in positions on the 
policy - making level, where party 
responsibility should be fixed, it is 
a slow process to make the turn­ 
over. In fact, some of the positions 
have tenure fixed by law. 
In Great Britain, men holding 
comparable positions would resign 
when the government changed. 
Nevertheless, Gen. 
Eisenhower 
was elected on a platform and, 
during the campaign, he delivered 
a long series of addresses which 
constitute the promise of his par­ 
ty. 
In 1954. Republican senators and 
representatives 
will 
be 
elected 
and defeated partly on the keeping 
of the promises made in 1952. 
Three of the Republican party’s 
most important senators will run 
in 1954: Senators Bridges, Fergu­ 
son 
and Mundt. 
They 
will 
be 
strengthened by adequate perform ­ 
ance; they can be defeated by a 
failure to cut taxes. 


IN ESSENCE, the Republican 
campaign of 1952 was projected on 
the lines: 
1. That the Korean War was be­ 
ing fought improperly and to no 
purpose; 
2. That 
many 
in 
government 
were corrupt; 
3. That subversives, particularly 
Communists, had not only infiltrat­ 


ed the government but all phases 
of American life; 
4. That the administrations of 
Roosevelt and Truman had been 
extravagant, careless of the peo­ 
ple’s money; that the expenditures 
of government were too great and 
wasteful, and that taxes could be 
cut; 
5. That the Marshall - Acheson 
conduct of the State Departm ent 
was outrageous and had resulted 
in significant defeats for the Unite- 
ed States, and that the Acheson 
crowd m ust be cleaned out of the 
government because it consisted of 
wrong people, both morally 
and 
ideologically. 


Sprouting Up 


THIS IS what the Republicans 
said not only during the campaign 
but throughout their opposition to 
President 
Truman. 
Republican 
statem ents on these subjects have 
been vehement. 
For instance, to establish the 
Republican position on Korea, Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur was made the 
keynoter of the Republican Con­ 
vention.

Also, he compromised with John 
C arter Vincent by allowing him a 
pension after 
frankly describing 
him as unfit. The fight on Bohlen 
is a definite reflex to the decision 
on Vincent. 
The McCarran committee cited 
not only Owen Lattimore but John 
P. Davies Jr., to the attorney gen­ 
eral for contempt. Under Attorney 
G e n e r a l 
M cGranery, 
action 
against Lattimore 
was 
initiated 
and is being continued. Nothing 
has been done about Davies. In­ 
deed, Gen. Walter Bedell Smith 
appeared before the Foreign Re­ 
lations Committee and testified in 
favor of Davies. 
The appointment of Scott Mc­ 
Leod as security officer of the 
State Departm ent was looked upon 
by Republicans in Congress as a 
step forward. When he declined 
to clear Bohlen, he was supersed­ 
ed in this particular m atter by 
the secretary of state, which has 
frightened more Republican 
sen­ 
ators than appear in the record.

Some were played for 
suckers. Some were misled. But all were dis­ 
credited. And their joiners—even those 
who 
happened to attend meetings out of idle curio­ 
sity—will be busy the rest of their lives ex­ 
plaining to congressional investigators that they 
were innocent bystanders, or at worst, easy 
m arks. 
Moral: Never join anything which will put 
you on the spot if things change. Better to be 
investigated for suspicious 
indifference 
than 
suspicious interest.

lars — and the 
“ k i ng - sized” 
scandal w i l l 
b r e a k wide 
wide open. 
Other AFL chiefs, seeking advice 
from the experienced, but anony­ 
mous, a n t i - crim e investigators, 
have been urged to set up a cen­ 
tral anti-scandal departm ent for 
the national AFL sim ilar to the 
small but whirlwindish staff which 
keeps pro-ball clean for the base­ 
ball commissioner. The staff works 
out of the commissioner’s Cincin­ 
nati headquarters. It doesn’t take 
a vast organization at all. Base­ 
ball has some six good peripatetic 
probers. 
There need be no fear of its 
being a spy outfit. It could op- 
eate publicly as a security depart­ 
ment, such as any big corporation 
runs to keep its 
valuable 
tools 
and 
secrets from 
being 
hauled 
away by the truckload. 


HOWEVER, several of the AFL’s 
international unions aren’t waiting 
for the national Federation to act 
at its convention in St. Louis in 
mid-September. Shortly, two m a­ 
jor unions will reveal that they 
have set up anti-c r i m e depart­ 
ments. One has hired a form er 
narcotics a g e n t away from the 
Treasury Departm ent The other is 
taking on a special state crime 
investigator. 
The lead in this crime-busting ac­ 
tivity was taken quietly by still a 
t h i r d union. Dave Beck’s Team ­ 
sters last month. 
Beck's 
men 
are actually 
ap­ 
proaching private and government 
agencies and asking if there is any 
corruption in certain unions. 
Psalm-shouting Sen. Tobey’s wa­ 
terfront probe is centering upon 
gang control of labor on federal in­ 
stallations. He hopes to come out 
of his closed sessions with details 
of the mobs which drove the Army 
out of the multi-million dollar Je r­ 
sey City Clarmont Terminal by a 
literally endless series of strikes. 
The Army finally had to give up 
loading its European-bound mili­ 
tary cargo in that modernized fa­ 
cility and move south at an enorm­ 
ous cost. 
Actually, only one of the stop­ 
pages was provoked by a wage j 


dispute. The others flared up as 
competing mobs battled for con­ 
trol, Tobey will charge. 
Still hopeful of moving in on the 
Eastern waterfront and thus con­ 
trolling loading on all vital ports 
is H arry Bridges’ apparatus. He 
has his agents, led by a William 
Clazer, constantly trying to make 
contact with anti-crime elements 
on the New York waterfront. 
B r i d g e s’ men seek someone 
who’ll be sufficiently clean poli­ 
tically and financially to get a 
charter from the AFL for unioni­ 
zation of dockside locals. All H arry 
needs is one — and he’ll fan out 
from there when the national AFL 
lifts its label frm the International 
Longshoremen’s Assn. next month. 
This will leave a vacuum of lead­ 
ership on this vital front, just as 
the smashing of the Willie Bioff 
extortion mob left one in Holly­ 
wood back in the 30’s, enabling 
Communists to work their way into 
powerful positions. 
If Bridges can develop this strat­ 
egy on the E ast Coast, he will be 
in a position to choke off virtally 
all American shipping at a vital 
moment during some crisis. 


INDUSTRIALISTS' campaign to 
make unions, especially Davie Mc­ 
Donald’s CIO Steelworkers, Walter 
Reuther's auto organization a n d 
John Lewis’ coaldiggers, liable to 
anti-trust laws is under way. 
The U.S. Chamber of Commerce 
is saying that national bargaining 
creates a monopoly and therefore 
labor should be bound by the same 
laws which have been used to dis­ 
solve big national corporations in 
recent years. 
The union chiefs are alarm ed by 
this more than by any other sug­ 
gestion for a change in the na­ 
tional labor laws this year. . . . 
Word has seeped through to CIO 
leaders that there will be a cut­ 
back 
in 
arm y tank 
production 
shortly despite the renewed fight­ 
ing in Korea. There are hundreds 
of available 48-ton land cruisers 
standing around at some plants 
awaiting slight technical modifica­ 
tions to satisfy

Walter Reuther, head of the CIO, 
testified before the House Com­ 
mittee on Labor here on March 
12 last as follows: 
“There have not been 
m a n y 
strikes in our entire history which 
have had a seriously disabling ef­ 
fect on our economy. These strikes 
are very rare indeed. 
“Just the other day Mr. David 
Cole, the present head of the Fed­ 
eral 
Conciliation 
and 
Mediation 
Service, declared, and I quote: 
‘There has been no stroke in the 
last dozen years which truly threat­ 
ened the national welfare’.” 
What do Reuther and Cole think 
it is necessary to do by way of 
dam age before the “ national wel­ 
fare” is threatened? 
Would 
the 
killing of a lot of American boys 
in Korea as a result of a shortage 
of ammunition be a “threat to the 
national welfare’’? 
The parents 
and 
relatives 
of 
boys brought home from Korea in 
caskets — some 23.000 boys have 
been killed in Korea — m i g h t 
think anything that affects the war 
there adversely, like an ammuni­ 
tion shortage, could be considered 
a threat to national morale as well 
as to the lives of all boys in the 
F a r Eastern war whose safety is 
jeopardized. Here is 
what 
Gen. 
Van Fleet told the Senate Armed 
Services Committee on March IO: 
“ Under date of September 
3, 
1952, I was informed in a message 
from Gen. Mark 
Clark, 
and 
I 
quote: 
“ ‘Steel strike has seriously re­ 
duced the amount of ammunition 
being received on new production.

“ In a recent message, the De­ 
partm ent of the Army has advised 
that the last steel strike has se­ 
riously affected ammunition pro­ 
duction and forecasts a loss of 37 
per cent in artillery ammunition 
production for 1952.” 
Then Gen. Van Fleet told his 
commanders what to do about 
avoiding raids which usually re­ 
quire above - normal expenditure 
of ammunition. But, unfortunately, 
the enemy could make raids at 
will, and the American troops were 
supposed to sit down and wait and 
hope that the enemy offensive 
wouldn’t be severe enough to chal­ 
lenge the shortage in ammunition. 
The steel strike, of course, came 
about in June and July 1952 after 
President Trum an refused to use 
the 80-day injunction provisions of 
the Taft - Hartley law. 
He said at the time that the 
stoppage of steel production would 
adversely affect the defense pro­ 
gram . But, even with the strike in 
progress, he declined nevertheless 
to use the powers which Congress 
formally request him to employ. 
As a consequence, the unlawful 
seizure of the steel plants which 
he ordered in April 1952 was re­ 
versed by the Supreme Court. 
There was a long interruption in 
production. The full effects of the 
fiasco are only now being reveal- j 
ed. 
Just why Mr, Trum an refused 


to use the 80-day injunction pro­ 
visions was never explained by 
him except with the argum ent that 
the union said it had already wait­ 
ed 80 days beyond its contract pe­ 
riod — as if what the union thought 
was more im portant than national 
welfare considerations. 
It has been disclosed that the 
late Phil M urray, 
head 
of the 
; CIO, entered into a barter arrange­ 
ment 
w i t h 
President Trum an 
whereby, if the strike were post­ 
poned for a few weeks early in 
1952, the government would not 
use the Taft - Hartley Act pro­ 
visions. 
Such a deal is unheard of in 
the history of American govern­ 
ment, because it means that the 
maneuvers of a private organiza- 
| tion — a labor union — in its ef­ 
forts to win a negotiation with em- 
I ployers were deemed 
more 
im- 


i portant than the national welfare. 
Yet, in the face of these facts, 
there are labor leaders today try­ 
ing again to persuade the Con­ 
gress to abandon the present safe­ 
guards which provide for court in­ 
junctions when the national wel­ 
fare is threatened. 
These provisions of law are dis­ 
cretionary with 
a 
president 
at 
present but, after the story of the 
ammunition shortage in Korea, the 
Congress may feel it desirable to 
consider seriously whether or not 
such provisions should be made 
mandatory. 
Only by such a compulsory pro­ 
vision of law can ammunition and 
other serious shortages in wartim e 
be prevented from happening as a 
consequence of labor - manage­ 
m ent disputes.

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Marine Admits 
Five Slayings 
In Four Days 


Nervous Robber, 18, 
Had Young Girl On 
3-State Crime Spree 


DUBUQUE, la. (£)—A young Ma­ 
rine on a cross-country crime 
spree with a teen-age girl was 
seized here Tuesday and admitted, 
Dubuque County authorities said, 
slaying five persons in holdups in 
four days. 
Three women, a man and a col- 
lete student were shot down by 
the nervous young trigger man, 
said authorities, in holdups which 
netted the youth only a small sum 
of money. Four of the slayings oc­ 
curred in the Midwest, the fifth 
In New York State. 
The Marine, Fred E. McManus, 
18, of Valley Stream, N. Y., who 
was on a 10-day leave which ended 
Monday night, was held in jail 
here awaiting arrival of authori­ 
ties from three states. 
McManus, who told police the 
young girl seized with him was 
his wife, said in a signed state­ 
ment admitting the slayings that 
he staged the holdups to get mon­ 
ey “to take my wife to California.” 
His father, Mose McManus, a 
brewery firm official, planned to 
fly to Dubuque “to see for my­ 
self” that it is his son whom au­ 
thorities said had admitted the 
slayings. 
Dubuque County Sheriff Leo J. 
Martin said McManus in a signed 
statement had admitted double 
slayings in Minnesota and Illinois 
and the fatal shooting in New York 
state of a Hobart College student 
whose body has not yet been found. 
Young McManus was picked up 
with a 16-year-old Summerville, 
N. Y., girl he said was his wife, 
and another man in a stolen red- 
and-black convertible near here 
late yesterday. 
Martin said the young Marine, 
due back Monday night after a 
10-day leave from Camp Lejeune, 
N. C., confessed shooting the stu­ 
dent, Allen Braverman, 19, near 
Rochester, N. Y., Friday aftenoon 
and then taking Braverman’s 1953 
model 
car. 
McManus 
said he 
dumped the body in a ditch about 
20 miles outside the city and cov­ 
ered it with dirt. 
Monroe County, N. Y., authori­ 
ties said they were searching for 
the Rochester youth’s body on the 
basis of vague directions McManus 
gave them by telephone last night. 
Sheriff Martin said McManus 
also confessed these killings: 
Mrs. Davis Beaton, wife of a 
Spring Valley, Minn., cafe owner 
and Mrs. Harriet Horseman, 48, a 
waitress in the all-night cafe, early 
Monday. 
George N. Bloomberg. 56, and 
his wife Florence, 55, Saturday in 
a grocery-garage they operated at 
Keeneyville, 111., about 25 miles 
northwest of Chicago. 
McManus also confessed that he 
robbed a couple of $10 near Du­ 
buque Sunday night and stole their 
auto, Martin said. 
The sheriff said he was holding 
the youth on a charge of armed 
robbery in connection with the Du­ 
buque holdup. But, he said, that 
New York, Illinois and Minnesota 
authorities, when they arrive to­ 
day, would probably ask that the 
robbery charge be waived. 
McManus, who told authorities 
he joined the Marines with his 
parents’ permission last June, was 
arrested on Highway 52 near here. 
The girl he said was his wife 
was identified by authorities as 
Diana Marie Weggeland of Sum­ 
merville. Her foster mother, Mrs. 
Lawrence Sheffel, said the girl has 
been missing since she left home 
last Friday night. 
Martin quoted McManus as say­ 
ing in a signed statement he did 
“all these things to take my wife 
to California.” The sheriff said the 
girl later told him she knew of the 
Minnesota and Illinois slayings but 
did not know about the murder 
near Rochester.

GOF Measure Would 
Bare Ohio Assistance 
Lists To Public Eye 


COLUMBUS, O. (AWThe Ohio 
Senate votes today on a Repub­ 
lican policy bill to open public 
assistance rolls to public inspec­ 
tion every three months. 
Aim of the bill, sonsored by Sen. 
Ross Pepple (R-AUen)t is to dis­ 
courage 
chiseling 
through 
the 
threat of publicity. Leaders in the 
Roman 
Catholic 
and 
Lutheran 
Churches oppose the measure on 
grounds it may expose worthy as­ 
sistance clients to embarrassment. 
A stiff floor fight by some of the 
IO Democrats in the 33-member 
Senate is expected, but passage is 
likely. The bill, patterned after 
the Indiana law, then will go to 
the House. 
Another rough Senate battle is 
expected on a bill posting a $10,000 
reward for apprehension of van­ 
dals who defaced a house under 
construction in Cleveland Heights. 
Tile bill was introduced by Sen. 
Elizabeth Gorman (D-Cuyahoga). 
The House was being built by a 
former Seabee for his own use. 
A Senate-approved measure di­ 
recting the attorney general to in­ 
vestigate the narcotics traffic in 
Ohio* is up for a House vote. 
House Democrats are expected to 
give it a going-over. They say the 
measure is designed to give Atty. 
Gen. C. William O’Neill a publi­ 
city springboard. 
Major bills receiving favorable 
votes Tuesday included: 
A Senate bill by Sen. Fred Hoff­ 
man (R-Hamilton) to make advo­ 
cacy of overthrow of the U. S. 
Government by “force, violence or 
other illegal means” cause for dis­ 
missal of any public employe in 
Ohio, including school teachers. 
Another dismissal cause would be 
insistence on retaining member­ 
ship in organizations which advo­ 
cate illegal overthrow of the gov­ 
ernment. The bill goes to the 
House. 
By the House of an emergency 
measure, already passed by the 
Senate, to give the state highway 
department 15 million dollars out 
of the state treasury. The aim is 
to finance an early start on key 
highway projects. 
A Senate bill to limit state pur­ 
chase of large automobiles to 
those needed to supply elected 
state 
officials 
and 
department 
heads. All other officials and em­ 
ployes would get small cars only. 
The bill, by Sen. Robert R. Shaw 
(R-Franklin), now goes to the 
House. 
The House adopted a joint legis­ 
lation by Rep. Gordon Renner (R- 
Hamilton) to set up a six-member 
joint legislative committee to study 
the Ohio Constitution, note the ob­ 
solete sections and submit a rec­ 
ommendation for an omnibus re­ 
pealer to submit to the electorate. 
Voters last year turned down a 
constitutional convention. The reso­ 
lution goes to the Senate.

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Bringing Up A Family 


By GAREY C. MYERS 


New Study Offers Parents Encouragement 


In this column, over a g o o d 
many years, I have tried not to 
scold parents or cause them to be 
too critical of themselves. 
Rather, I have tried to encourage 
them often to muse on their happy 
experiences with their children, to 
count their blessings, and frequent­ 
ly to celebrate their own successes. 
Yet I’m constantly amazed to 
discover that a few parents read­ 
ing my column, bulletins or books, 
seem to grow discouraged o v e r 
some things I have written. Every 
time this comes to my atteniton, 
I resolve anew to try to do better 
at boosting their morale. 


AFTER studying a paper entitl­ 
ed, “New Hope for Parents,” read 
before the recent Cleveland met­ 
ing of the American Orthopsychi­ 
atric Association by that eminent 
psychologist, Dr. Edgar Doll, Co­ 
ordinator in Research for the De- 
vereaux Schools (Santa Barbara, 
Cal. and Devon, Pa.), I resolved 
again to try still harder to im­ 
prove. 
Dr. Doll begins his paper with: 
“It is notorious that recent edu­ 
cational campaigns to r e d u c e 
public anxieties have materially in­ 
creased individual fearfulness.” 
Then he says hopefully that there 
are “indications of a swing toward 
comforting rather than discourag­ 
ing parents, and so modifying our 
instructions as to avoid creating 
alarm.” 
He summarizes some recent lit­ 
erature offering n e w hope f o r 
parents. He names Dr. H 11 d e 
Burch’s “Don’t Be Afraid of Your 
Child,” as an excellent example of 
this new movement, in which Dr. 
Burch deprecates the oft omnis­ 
cient, lordly attitude of “the ex­ 
pert” and the confusion he cre­ 
ates “by glibly patronizing paren­ 
tal fumblings” and frightening par­ 
ents further. 
Dr. Doll finds further encourage­ 
ment to parents in such books as 
Leo Kanner’s “In Defense of Moth­ 


ers” ;. Sally Liberman’s “A Child’s 
Guide to a Parent’s Mind” ; Jenni­ 
fer Owsley’s “Handy Guide to 
Grownups” ; Edith M. Stern’s “The 
Handicapped C h i l d ”; Pearl S. j 
Buck’s “T h e Child Who N e v e r ; 
Grew Up” and Henry Van Dyke’s 
“The Story of the Other Wise 
Man.” 


DR. DOLL warns his fellow ex­ 
perts dealing with handicapped 
children to be careful lest “while 
aiding the child we may destroy 
the parent.” 
I might add that teachers and 
special counselors have a similar 
problem. The promising practice of \ 
teacher-parent conferences 
h a s 
been spreading. It’s not easy for 
the teacher in these conferences 
always to make the parent feel 
hopeful and worthy. 
Human n a t u r e prompts th e 
teacher to take a superior a ttitu d e 
toward the parent, ust the fact 
that the parent comes to the teach­ 
er for the conference encourages 
this attitude. 
But teachers don’t lord it over 
even a few parents on purpose. I 
They do so unknowingly, prompted j 
by the psychological forces t h a t 
are operating. Anyway, as t h e , 
teacher and parent grow more able I 
to celebrate the successes of each; 
other, they will be more ready and 
able to celebrate the success of 
the child.

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A Truce Is Not Peace 
Korean Armistice Would 
Raise Host Of Questions 


By JAMES MARLOW 
WASHINGTON (A — A Korean 
armistice would not settle the Ko­ 
rean problem. Peace talks begin 
when the shooting ends. Haggling 
over peace terms may make the 
22 months of haggling over truce 
term s look mild. 
An armistice is not peace, even 
though men stop dying when the 
shooting stops. Ifs a temporary 
cease-fire, supposedly until a final 
peace settlement can be worked 
out. 
Representatives of the United Na­ 
tions and the Communists agreed 
long ago they’d begin discussions 
about a permanent peace within 
three months after the armistice 
went into effect, if they could ever 
agree on an armistice. 
When an armistice begins the 
U. N. troops and the Chinese Com­ 
munists would not suddenly turn 
and walk out of Korea. Each side 
would withdraw one mile from the 
fighting front, leaving a demilitar­ 
ized zone of two miles between 
them. 
And 
there, 
presumably, 
they 
would stay until peace was agreed 
upon. Neither could clear out be­ 
fore then for fear the other would 
suddenly resume the attack. How 
long would that go on? Ifs any­ 
one’s guess. 
The U. N. probably would con­ 
tinue training South Koreans, even-

tually letting them take over the 
forward positions. Other U. N. 
troops could then withdraw to sup­ 
porting positions in the rear, just 
in case. 
Both sides also agreed long ago 
that with the coming of an armis­ 
tice neither could thereafter bring 
in more troops or build up its 
armament, although each 
could 
rotate its troops and replace beat­ 
up equipment. 
If the U. N. found the Commu­ 
nists cheating and building up 
strength for a new attack, again 
it’s anyone’s guess what the U. N. 
would do. It could hardly sit still. 
But the problems of a final peace 
settlement are greater than those 
which bogged down the armistice- 
talkers for almost two years. Here 
are some examples: 
Should Korea be left divided into 
two by the 38th Parallel, as it 
was before the North Koreans at­ 
tacked the South Koreans in June, 
1950? 
The Chinese Communists and 
their North Korean allies could 
hardly settle for anything else. To 
do otherwise would be to accept 
at the peace conference a defeat 
which the U. N. hadn’t been able 
to inflict on the battlefield. 
But would the U. N. and Chi­ 
nese 
troops 
have to withdraw 
from Korean soil, once peace was 
signed? The Chinese might wel­ 
come that idea. They could with­ 
draw just across the border and 
be ready to pour in suddenly at 
any future time. Withdrawal for 
the U. N. would mean clearing 
out to Japan, at least. 
If the U. N. and the Chinese 
withdrew, would the North 
Ko­ 
reans and South Koreans be dis­ 
armed? 
If 
they 
weren’t, 
they 
might start war on one another 
again and the whole thing would 
start over. 
The U. S. withdrew its troops in 
1949 from South Korea and the 
North Koreans attacked in 1950. 
But neither North nor South Ko­ 
rea is likely to agree to being dis­ 
armed. And if the U. N. withdrew 
from South Korea, what assurances 
would it have that the Chinese or 
Russians wouldn’t secretly build 
up the North Koreans for a new 
sudden attack? 
Meanwhile, the United States, 
which has paid out so much in 
lives and money to protect South 
Korea, would hardly agree to with­ 
draw and not rearm the South Ko­ 
reans well enough to stand off a 
new attack until help came. 
And the Chinese Communists 
might want some guarantees that 
the U. S. would not only not en­ 
courage Chiang Kai-shek on For­ 
mosa to invade China but that it 
would stop military help to him. 
That the Chinese would raise the 
Formosa question seems pretty 
sure. There is a tricky little sym­

B f JOHN CROSBY 
Is The End Of Network Radio Near? 


Are networks doomed? It’s an in­ 
teresting proposition that deserves 
nome study. The position of the 
networks, it seems to me, has de- 
t e r i o r a t e d 
steadily e v e r 
since I took this 
job some seven 
years ago. 
T h # f i r s t 
crack 
in 
the 
dike came when 
Bing Crosby in­ 
sisted on taping 
his show rather 
than doing 
it 
tv 
live. For years 
the networks held out against any 
form of transcription under the 
sensible theory that recorded shows 
made a network unnecessary. 
In order to procure Crosby, the 
American Broadcasting 
Co. 
let 
down the bars on transcription and 
within a year, everyone else had. 
Now everyone from Jack Benny to 
“ What’s My Line?’’ is on tape. 


THIS HASN’T finished the net­ 
works — yet. But a lot of other 
pressures are being exerted against 
network radio. For one thing — 
television. Television has stolen net­ 
work radio’s audience to such a 
degree that no one can afford the 
huge prices they once paid. Every 
single performer has had to take 
substantial cuts in rates. Then, led 
by CBS, all the networks slashed 
their time rates. 
But this isn’t a cure of the prob­ 
lem; it is merely symptomatic of 
it. The fact is there are no new 
ideas in network radio and ifs 
hard to find anyone who will even 
listen to new ideas if there were 
any. 
Radio’s best brains have fled into 
television. Radio is far from finish­ 
ed but what is commanding in­ 
creasing interest is not network 
radio as we once knew it — the 
“ Amos ’n’ Andys” and Jack Bennys 
and Fibber and Mollys — but local 
radio. 
A good many people, despairing 
of the paucity of television, have 
gone back to their radio sets — 
but not back to Fibber and Molly. 
If you want comedy, chances are 
you’ll get it on television. A great 
many radio sets are now tuned to 
the independents and this is a 
trend that, I feel strongly, will 
continue. 


IN NEW YORK, for example, 
WNBC, flagship of the National 
Broadcasting Co., is already being 
operated almost like an independent 
station rather than the originating 
station of a huge network. 
A couple years back NBC hired 
Ted Cott, once general manager 
of the hugely successful New York 
independent WNEW. Immediately 


Cott began running WNBC like an 
independent, pepping it up with 
local radio shows which ranged in 
content from Faye Emerson to 
“Music Through the Night”, an 
enormously successful a l l night 
show of good music. 
Meanwhile, not only in New York, 
but all over the country, the after- 
hours disk jockey is attracting vast 
audiences of stay awakes, some of 
whom tune in simply to dislike 
these earthy philosophers. But the 
disk jockey is another symbol of 
localism as opposed to the glamo­ 
rous names of Hollywood. 


NEW YORK POSSESSES two or 
three stations which cater to special 
groups and these are becoming 
more and more important. One is 
WNYC, the municipally-owned sta­ 
tion, whose excellent music and 
market reports will always be list­ 
ened to — long after the Bob 
Hopes have departed radio. 
Another is WMCA which aims a 
lot of its programming at serious- 
minded folk who like to hear con­ 
troversy aired. 
Still another is 
WOV, half of whose programs are 
in Italian. 
All these stations, you’ll notice, 
are slanting their appeals in a way 
which cannot be imitated by tele­ 
vision. Network radio on the other 
hand is still dominated by the same 
tired old stuff — whodunits, come­ 
dy shows and dramas. 
All these things can be done 
more challengingly on television 
than on radio. The things that radio 
can do better, music, news, con­ 
troversy, municipal affairs — are 
all by nature susceptible to local 
rather than national origination. 


80 WHAT HAPPENS to the net­ 
works? Chances are you won’t 
throw away your radio when you 
buy the television set but you will 
change your listening habits. That 
means the networks will probably 
change theirs. WNBC, for example, 
which is now being run so much 
like an independent, already earns 
a huge share of the whole profit 
of the National Broadcasting Co.

Elimination 
Of Sewage In 
River Related 


3-Fold Proposal 
Aired At Hearing Of 
Ohio Valley Officials 


The Ohio River Valley Water 
Sanitation Commission, a g r o u p 
formed by an agreement of eight 
states, outlined a three-fold plan 
Tuesday at Pittsburgh for eliminat­ 
ing much of the pollution on the 
Ohio River. 
The plan calls for treating all 
discharged sewage between Pitts­ 
burgh and Huntington, W. Va., 300 
miles downstream, by removing 
all settleable solids and about 45 
per cent of the solids carried in 
suspension. 
A second recommendation sug­ 
gests additional treatment for sew­ 
age discharged into the Ohio Riv­ 
er above the Allegheny County- 
Beaver County line in Pennsyl­ 
vania. The additional treatment 
would remove half of the total bio- 
chem ic a 1-oxy g en -dem a nd. 
The third recommendation calls 
for “appropriate treatment of or­ 
ganic industrial wastes now dis­ 
charged directly into the river.” 
The commission said methods of 
treating industrial wastes will be 
described later. 
The commission also seeks a re­ 
duction 
in 
coliform 
organisms 
(from human waste) in accord­ 
ance with this schedule: At least 
80 per cent reduction May through 
October and at least 85 per cent 
reduction from November through 
April. 
The study was made under the 
terms of the Ohio River Valley 
sanitation compact which pledges 
eight states on the Ohio River to 
“take such action that the waters 
within the compact district shall 
be placed and maintained in a 
satisfactory 
sanitary 
condition, 
available for use as public and in­ 
dustrial water supplies, suitable for 
recreational purposes, capable of 
maintaining fish and other aquatic 
life, free from nuisances and ad­ 
aptable to other legitimate uses.” 
Representatives of Chester and 
12 other towns in the Ohio Valley 
attended the hearing.

Agencies Seek to Help Indians 
Raise Themselves From Squalor 
O 
NLY THROUGH education, good health and self-leadership 
can the Navajo Indians break away from their poverty- 
stricken existence, in the opinion of welfare agencies. Among 
the agencies helping the Navajos toward this goal is the Save 
the Children Federation, which furnishes educational and recre­ 
ational aids, eye care and spectacles, clothing, transportation 
and hospitalization for special cases. 
The task of the agencies is a great one, for the Navajos are 
the largest tribe in the United States, numbering about 65,000.

Free dental care is helping m a n y of the y o u n g e r children, but there 
are not e n o u g h dentists to aid large number w h o need attention. 


Their reservation extends into three states—Arizona, New Mex­ 
ico and Utah, covering 25,000 square miles. 
Infant mortality and tuberculosis are among the principal 
killers of the Navajos. Tuberculosis alone accounts for 27.3 per 
cent of Navajo deaths as against the U. S. death rate of 2.7 per 
cent for the white population. Illiteracy is widespread because 
of insufficient schools.
